amount of intonse feeling towartLi Ii-ctnnrl. 
llo was i-lad lint sueh a foelinjt enisled, mid 
it M-OJld be the hnsietssof himself and those 
with rrhoiri ho acted to uitruiirac/c that sym- 
pnthy, which was not contlned to Franco nlono 
for hu believed thm every nation, every cn- 
lighlcned man, and ecery Btalesmrui in the 
civilised wnrld regarded the condition of "Enp;- 
hmd, in reference to Ireland, 03 outircly 
nnulognua to thnt of Kussia in reference 
10 Folnnd. Lie did not >e]vct ttia nymputhy 
of nations so oifared, lie was heppy to think 
tlmt there was in tliia aiuntry, mnohg tho 
middle and humbler clnsscs, a very large 
amotint of sympathy for Ireland, and a desire 
that Irish men should acquire tho power they 
sought. Though bu did not agree on all tho 
points nfthc chnrtcr, ho was happy to sny that 
among the CliitrluUs, tho o.iOa.OW) who signed 
tho petition, there was seareely on inulvitliial 
who did not sympathise with the cause of the 
Irinh. (Hear, i> Mr, F, O'Connor.) lie 
trusted that ihoy wnold ncqairo political puwer 
for thmtsclvea, and they knew perfectly well 
that they could do so nt 00 time with u greater 
prospect or success than when England was 
embarrassed in its relations with Ireland. 
Therefore lie trusted that tlio Irish would re- 
ceive that aid which the ClmrtiaB— whether 
from sympathy or political expediency— offered 
them, lie avowed the sentiment tlmt he hail 
been instrumental in nuking hia countrymen to 
arm themselves, Under the present clrcnin- 
Dtoneep of ni. "u onirics in Europe, it was the 
ditty of every person to obtain thu possession 
of alien. There was not annlion iti Europe 
which did not make tt part of its duty Jo in- 
struct its citizens En the use of arms, and it was 
lite peculiar duty of the Irish people is obiidn 
tho possession and tho me or arms at the time 
ivltcii the government ruld them that they ware 
prepared ti Crash tho .expression of opinion, 



not by argument but by brute forco. It this 
were guilt lio nvoived it, J£o advised this as 
much for presuiving order as for 
acautriiig liberty. ("Oh, eh!") 3>t 
him remind honorable gendomen of what look 
pluoi in 1782, It win no crime, for n people 
le enlist themselves in armed array ill resist- 
ance to foreign foes, and in protection, of 
their own liberty. It was by such urmcd 
an.iv mil. the Irish obtained tliat legislative 
independence which England accorded to it, 
by. a compact wdiic-h England subsequently 
perfidiously violated, in order 10 show tho 
feelings, mid iutentiuns of the body with which 
ho noted, ho road a resolution pttsbed at a late 
luevltiiujof the Irish Confederation, which win 
to the lullotviiig olfect,— that tiio confederal ion 
repudiated, us u gross tialuiniiy, the imputation 
thrown .on then by Lord J". Husscll, that the 
object of tho Uoiifotlerittion was social disorder, 
und tho violent separation from firout Britain i 
the aim having always been the legislative inde- 
pendence of Irelmid, and llioroby the altntn- 
incnt of social ortier; und that they desired 
thru auah independence should bo attained, if 
possible, without elvil wut. (Laughter.) If 
11 were guilt to ctmiuel bis fellow-countrymen 
to send to the metropolis of Ireland n national 
council, virtually representing the country— ho 
earud nut whether by election or by such ■no- 
mination as would give ell cot to tlm senti- 
ments of the pcjplo, composed of 300 indivi- 
duals , they were acting oi. tho nugge^tion 
thrown uui by tlio laio iUuMriou* leader of the 
Irish people, Mr, O' Council, und such u step 
bceumo neeesnory, beoauso tliu Irish members 
ui Parliament— he wished to spank with re- 
spectof tlioin— did not coustiiotu n full nnd 
g teat exponent oT the nation's reelings. They 
represented only one Irishman in 101), arid 
formed therefore not a Irtie representation of 
tho country. Therefore it was proposed to 
scud to the metropolis of Ireland n body to re- 
present the country, and with that body he 
would recommend tho noblo lord to enter into 
early negooiations for the purpose of cflceiina 
mi amicable settlement uf thu questions now at 
issue between tlictn-o countries. (Laughter.) 
Ho was quite prepared, when ho cams to that 
house to-day, to be met by lliesu insulliug 
tntcn ; but ihcy hod no effect on him. llo 
felt that tin: Irish would eventually succeed in 
their efforts, nnd that was not a Ht subject for 
1 id! oulo. 'llio only thing against them was pre- 
cipitation. It nny por lion of the Iris.il Itcpcul era 
should loud themselves to the desigusof liio 
government by any overt not of violence, 
though eventually they wouH obtaui the 
emancipation of their country, yot that would 
t'elsrd it. On whom did the government rclyS 
A ipjcstiou has been ni.kcil the oilier nigtlt 
about the manufacture nf pikes, nnd the noble 
lord at tho head of tlie coven uncut appeared to 
rely on a detective police, and on men whose 
principle it was to idtuTc men, into crime for the 
purpose of betraying them. The noble lord 
also railed 011 packed juries, U the nobis lord 
relied on a free jury, it would bo impossible for 
hini to get it verdict. (LnuEliUir.) The noble 
lord wits running a considerable risk ill the 
prosecutions which tho government contem- 
plated. If the noblo lord railed, tho prcstitjti 
and influence of tho government were over- 
thrown, nnd be would fail if there should, be 
011a tntieiiendcnE juror out of the tweh*. 
(Laughter.) But if thu noblo lord should 
sucoeed, what would be effect? The nobis 
lord knew the spirit abroad 1 and for every 
person convicted, thara wonid ba found 50, 
100, or tOOO, who would consider it to bo no 
dlsgracu ta be so convicted to . serve their 
country, A declaration to tho Lord Lieu- 
tenant, with 2011,0(5(1 signatures to it, bad been 
spoken of , but the umncs of the parties ii 
ing it, were not known; and that it wns 
active solicitation that many had been indu__. 
to declare unqualified confidence in the Co 
vemment. If over thero should bo a conflict 
in Ireland, lira government could iilaco 110 re- 
liance on three-fourths of the Irish, There 
was a timu when tho aristocracy could etfect 
something in Ireland ; but they hod not thnt 
power now, which Lord Clnuricardu 
tvould know if ho collsd 011 tho De Burghs, 
to follow hint, rfeither did ho thiuh 
that the Duko of Leinsier could goto, single 
partisan ■out of his own family, or that buy 
man would follow Lord Ormonde in Kilkenny, 
though Ofleuf the most amiable men in Ireland. 
Tito noble lord at the head of the government 
must know that looking to tho gentry of Ire- 
land for anything like support in a. rational 
struggle wag rclyuie 011 n fiiiliiciouni hope. In 
ease these matters slmuid be settled by ft resort 
to tho hist extremity— which ho (4£r. O'llrien) 
earnestly nod ardently depueeuted— the Irish, 
gentry would bo glad to compound frith the 
dominant party for savins; their OStltteti, There- 
fore il il- (iovemment could place no rdiaites 011 
them. Meiihcr could thu government rely an 
tlicOrangcmon ( abodyofconsidorablce,'itrinEic 
strength, lor, by the bill of the boa. member 
for Droglicdn (Sir \f. Somerrillo) the govern- 
ment was about to deprive thim of their tenant 
right. _ Among tho Oraogemcn of tho north of 



peoplsof Ireland, (Cries of "Oil, oh !") He 
knew not the meaning of liberty ofispeeeh, If 
ho worn not silo wed to speak on these subjects.. 
He would utnm what hail been the object of liis 
argument, He need not soy that he treated 
with uttcrdisiluin the attempts of tlie govern, 
tnont to put him down by prosecution, 
/Lnughlcr.) Uui the object of his urgumont 
had been to show thai if ever lliosu two great 
countries, England and Ireland, should came 
into collision, tho result of such collision was 
exceedingly uncertain— (" Ob, al\ ! +f ) — and 
could not be otherwise than riiarjsttoug to Eng ■ 
Intld in any Cllie, If Ullghlnil failed, England 
henceforth would stand alone, nnd it might net 
be unadvisablc to consider wluit would be the 
condition of England with an independent re- 
public on cue side and an independent republic 
en the other. (Loud laughter.) Dut, if 
England succeeded, it might desolate thu coun- 
try and distress its Industry, but it wouW still 
have Ireland n disgrace for Itselfin the eyes of 
all mankind, Under those circuinstunci-p, 
before those ominous words "too late fT were 
pronounced, sulking tho knell of English power 
in Ireland, he ndrised tlm concession to 
tlio Irish of those- rational eights to which they 
hsd a claim by every title, human and divlito. 
llo had, used no reserve on tho present occa- 
sion. (Laughter.) He should use 110 rcnerve 
in tho end of these observations, as he had used 
nono in tho beginning f and when the noble 
lord lolll him that ho [Mr, O'Brien} was a 
traitor to the crown, ho Tcpcllod tho charge 
and retorted it. fLquahlcr.) Ho told i lie 
noble lord that if in tho present position of 
Europe be attempted, as regarded his own 
fellow-countrymen, to crush all efforts Oil tlio 
part of tlio democracy of this country, toobtpin 
those just rights which the democracy of 
other countries had obtained; and if, as 
regarded his (Sir.

IVhrtt, then, 
was, I will notsitymy iistuiusluucnt.butmypom 
and regret,— a feeling. I am sure, shared by 
every other member of the house (cheers),— 
to Und tho lion, member repeating tho sumo 
Sentiments in this house, not with that bold, 
s and daring whioh ho assumes elsewhere, 
accompanied with n miserable pretenco and 
lip service of nlleginnce, and with a profession 
oi a faint shadow of loyalty to tho Crown, and 
bringing against my noblo friend for defending 
the constitution of this enmnty, n charge or 
treason. The hon, gentleman has said tlmt in 
his absence he has been called a traitor, and ho 
may therein hnro alluded to what I felt it my 
hity to slnto to lilt house Ills iifhur night. 
Fur his obsoncu I mil not accountable — the 
cause of that absence he can best e.vpioin, 
(Cheers.) I did not call him a trailer; but I 
read to the hotisa n portion of the report ot a

—nnd which was to bo the exponent of tho 
sentiment of tho French nation, castinc; aside 
the language of M. Lr.m irtiiic? (Cheers.) I

Tut dangers of n revolutionary em nre more 
than what lie on dtu surface, If there ie au- 
dacity 011 tho one sldo, thero ia prude on tho 
other, Tho party of tho movement takes 
fresh breath and spirits; the inuro conserva- 
tive class of nsioda become engrossed by the 
instincts of holding, protecting, stopping, mid 
doing no more than eau possibly be helped. 
They that have anything to lose, whether In 
property or position, sea n scramble before 
them nnd begin to calculate, with u natural 
anxiety, the comparative advantages of the 
sfflrwa one nnd a fresh start, It id quite evident 
how the great majority of people in tho mc- 
tropolis, and, indeed, inidl our cities, have 
settled this very homo question. Everyman 
with cither house, or land, or money, or stock 
of goods, or credit for s monib, ot a reason- 
able prospect of cmpioynioiil, or a good fttcritl, 
at all to depend upon, is almost 
the dread of losing that do. 
pendence, whatever it is, and is rosdy to turn 
out and tight for it. Every such man dtends a 
great change or experiment, lestit should dc- 
privo him of his. little all, and leave him 
aground. It is impossible to wonder 
at this apprehension. A strait of 
only twenty miles separates, us. from o 
nation of tbirty-ilvo millions goiog 10 
tlie ilngs with n rapidity unexampled 
ill human affairs- Confidence, capital, trade, 
employment— everything by which men live in 
this vulgnr world, is there fist disappearing be- 
fore the irrational deepotiam of an armed mob. 
Peace is purchased will) ruinous sacrifices. 
Wo do justice 10 such men as Lainsrtiuo, and 
admire them ! but a mootlnfmay show that 
they hnd botlor have perished ill the dull de- 
foiioe of an odious monarchy than lent their 
names to measures neither justified hy prin- 
ciple nor redeemed hy success. With such a 
prospmt in view, of course nil England is 
afraid. It is' a salutary fosr ; but there arc 
other things besides revolution to bo afraid of, 
and when wo liavo Fissured ourselves that wu 
arc not likely to follow France down the pre 
eipico, we may as well lake them into our 
serious consideration. 

First, then, it is a very wholesome and pro- 
fitable iiuestion, " What is It that lias a third 
tlino revolutionized France:" It is her 
myriads destitute of prorifftblo employment. 
In the most luxurious cnpltal in the world, in 
tho midst of everything thatcan fire theseuses, 
kindle tho ambition, impart uctivity to- the 
intellect and refinement to tho taste,— 
amonj; palaces, gardens, theatres, and pic lure 
I galleries, weie'lntcly not less than a hundred 
iitousauiT"man unemployed, homeless; and 
: hopeleXs, The 2itb of February did not paas 
without! writing on tho very-face of the colo- 
stropho; its social and industrial character. 
Louia Philippe was driven from hie throne not

] Utidiunri. though they hnd much co do with his 
i downfall; as. by hungry operatives and la* 
bouteii.

What is siirswBtetlie starving? What are 
institutions to tho outcast ? tVhat are princes 
10 those whose own children cry for breads 
And what is public Order to him who beholds 
in it nothing but a serried phalanx of the pros- 
perous' classes marshalled against him? In 
the best times, nnd under the wisest govern- 
ments, there nre and ever must he a miserable 
section wlio view society its il were from with- 
out. There alivays must be the incompetent, 
tlie onlortunnte, and the disgraced — men whD 
coEiuot be helped, because they will not hcln 
themselves. But it isahe highest Intercut end 
duty of Govoniment™o diminish those dec 
gerous classes. In l J nris it hot been long a 
matter of remark that they had acquired a gi- 
gantic and iiljnopf incredible proportion. 
Writers ef oil parties on this side the Channel 
have long pointed out the fearful beorings of 
Ibis fact. In France the tree has nt length 
borne its fruit. It is ooiv our turn to look to 
our oicn country. 

There, ore in this United Kingdoms some 
Millions who possess nei ther property, nor com- 
fortable tenure, nor regular employment suf- 
ficient for a decent existence. Were this tlie 
cose only in Ireland, tliat would not be an in- 
considerable uffjir, and ire might properly urge 
itnn thegravestconsiderolion of the legislature, 
fcot it is the cess hi linglnnrl, in Scotland, and 
inlreland; and in no trilling degree in thin 
wealthy metropolis. These men, na n bndy, 
writ bo revolutionists in one form or another. 
Call themselves what they will, [tcpcalers or 
Chartist*, they only want a system which will 
feed, and elothc, and hnusc them better. They 
sue tho Atatc in J't/r/ttii pornirrtr, and sny, "Oive 
either employment or such political rights 05 
will enable us to procure employment for c 
selves." It is ihoir fixed belief that a slat 
bound to find them either food or work. Thin, 
principle they have adopted, not because they 
nre naturally addicted to political speculation, 
or because the principle Itselr is natural, but 
became they ado] it the tlivorv most convenient 
and conformable lo their position. A destitute 
man will Ecnorallv bo an exigent and positive 
philosdphcr. Ho will think he ought to have 
whit ho wants. His axioms are thanieccssiiies 
of nature, mid his first postulate is that those 
necessities must he satisfied. Try your logic, 
nnd convince him, if you please, tnatheis bound 
to respect existing institutions, Xils reason may 
be mystified, but his appetite and his bodily 
senses, and, more tlipin all, hiedomcstic feelings 
continually revolt against an adverse conclu- 
sion, He forgets tho argument, but his 
stomach docs not forget tint it bt empty, nor 
his akin tliat it is rigid with cold ; nor con his 
eyes forget that wife and cluldnm are pining 
around him. There nre myriads, nny, mil- 
lions, ufEuch in tlie country, Tlie 10th in- 
stant v-us no victory over them. The special 
constables hnvo routed Feargus O* Connor, and 
sent baelt the Kidds, mid Jones's, the 
CulTeys, tho Ileynolilses, and tho Sluws. to 
their original insignificance, but they hnva 
not vonquishedhungetor extirpated nakedness. 
Wo have laviahed our money, humanized our 
laws, strengthened our defences, and sent ovar 
all the soldiers we could spare. Lord Claren- 
don may bare the courngo of a hero, the 
' f of a saint, and tlie wisdom of usage, 
he prepared far any outbreak; but 
the sorrowful fact survives too stubborn for 
soldiers and viceroys, and even for occa- 
sional alios. The population of Ireland is 
miserably paor [ wo may stop tlio mouth of 
lltpcal this year, and tho next, and for 
twenty years to come, hut the destitution will 
remain. 

Why do wo repeat theso 1 topics, so often 
urged, so little regarded? IJoeanscive think 
that now is the time for a tnnro emplmUc re- 
cognition, on. tho part of the state, of its duty 
to give thu des til a tu either relief or employ- 
ment. Is that demand fbr employment so un- 
reasonable and so impossible to bo met r It is 
true that these islands nre very thickly peopled, 
tmd that there is, especially in Ireland, n large 
excess of men, compared with the existing dis- 
position uf fund and operations of agriculture. 
But inonr colonies wo possess tho means of 
employing nny excess or population. JTnlurc 
herself points out that mode ol relief, which, 
oince 30(1,000 souls kit Ireland in one year, 
baj.aciniireu a, providential character. It is 
110 longer a qitnstiun whether emigration 
should ba one juingcd. Emigration is nnw in- 
disputably shown lo be the great oudet for 
these islands. , As surely as tho Niegsi-a re- 
lieves tho inland seas of America, emigration 
the dtior of safety for our human redund- 
ance, But wo to the state that watches un- 
concerned the spontaneous romedics nnd 
escapes of a miserable crowd. As it values its 
own safety, it must take the matter ia hand, 
direst tin method, and guide tho issues of the 
mighty operation. Future ages may rue the 
present neglect. 

Lot emigration be fairly token up by the 
Legislature as an ftujiliaty of tlio great propo 
sitiou, " Empiaymwt or relief" It ia ad 
mitted and undeniable that myriads aim ' 
apply to their unions for employment, 
ask it honestly and sincerely, with no 
intention. Thoy arc forthwith either 
saned in n Hostile,— Mr. Cochrano's tom- 
(bokry shall not 10b ns of the word,— or terri- 
fied by tliut threat into n miserable resignation 
to their fate. Hive them, whether English, 
Scotch, or Irish, the alternative nf emigration, 
mid prepare the colonies for the additional 
influx by an increased stall, by publia works, 
and by a liberal system ot* government, calcu- 
lated to attract the capital, the enterprise, and 
the education ol tlie mother country. Our 
hops is, that saoh an opening once provided 
(or the access of our induatrious and able popu- 
lation, there will not be that overwhelming 
pressure on the funds of charity at home, and 
it will be mere practicable to discriminate 
between innocent mitl criminal destitution, 
Dot the crisis is imminent. TJie disorder 
gaum ground, at any rate, find Immcs and 
occupation fur houseless myTimls. Wo ctuinot 
wait till tlm tedious processes of the law have 
divided Irish proper ties. Haw many genera- 
tions must pasa away before Lough £*"oagh 
gives a thotisand more acres to the plough? 
thi weeks anil as many pounds suffice to p'Tini 
tho poor peasant where neither title-deeds, nor 
mortgogcB, nor judgment bonds, nor county 
cess, nor standing water, shall interfere with 
dJibu-o or spade. The Imperial Legislature 
knows at last tbnt it must do something, and it 
will not grudg e the room y, 

LOUD PALM ERST OM AND SrAIef. 
' '" f.fWr (/ie Times, April IT.) 

Wu cannot nll'ect to feel thu slightest regret 
that Lord Palmerston's extraordinary, but not 
unprecedented, attempt to dictate to the 
Spanish Government the policy which it was to 
adopt under the present critical clreuttistcocea 
Of Europe, and even tho political character of 
the men- who ought, in tfie opinion of the 
Urltish Secretary, to bo. called 10 tlie councils 
of (liicen Isabella, has met with tho rebuff 
which it richly deserved. On the IG1I1 of 
March, shortly after the French Revolution, 
and before tho Spanish Government had been 
induced by the suhaeoucnt disturbances at 
Madrid to resort to any measures of extraordi- 
nary violence, Lurd Falmerston addressed to 
Mr. Bulwer a dcspalcb, beginning in rite style 
of tho celebrated missive to Mr. OlnraV is— 

"Sir,— 1 have to recommend to you. tend, 
viso tho Spanish Oorernnient to adopt a legal 
and constitutional system." 

And then proceeding in some fourteen lines 
of unexceptionable brevity nnd impertinence 
to " reeomraeml" the Queen of Spain to turn 
out her government, and call to her councils 
some members ef tho Opposition ! On the 7th 
of April Mr, Hit I wet actually transmitted II 
eopyol" this despatch to the Duke of Solomayor, 
Spanish Minister of t'urcign Affairs, accom- 
panied by rt note of the F.uvoy himself, which 
endeavoured to uiske out same colourable 
ground for thin interference- tl rhetorical pre- 
caution whicfi Lnrd Fabueratou had entirely 
neglected. The Duke of Soroinayorreplied to 
this strange admonition in language of great 
severity and Indignation, nnd bo relumed thu 
intrusive despatches to Mr. Bulwer as un- 
worthy to bo received by an independent On- 
vcrnmcnt ; nnd tie iiislructicd tho Spanish 
Minister in London lo demand tho recol of tho 
British Minister at Madrid, These mcasuics 
arc no doubt of a very strong nature ; butthey 
are token in defence ef n principle wliieh is in 
itself so sound and sacred that although they 
tell against certain agents of ibis country, they 
command our fullest approval. Tf upon any 
□cession n foreign minister forgets his appro- 
priate functions— if he presumes to give un-' 
1 r i*o on internal affairs— if be sonde- 



such offences. AVe have on tomicr occasions 
expressed us forcibly as vte could our entire 
disapproval and eontcmpt d( the dictntorial 
lone sometimes assumed by Lord l'alincnlon in 
Ins cnmintlnicntiurw with the minor or less 
powerful Jtotes of liurope, Tliat tone is dis- 
creditable to himself, 10 the English Ministry, 
and to the nation. But the Duko of Solomsyor 
hns shown that states so affronted hate Itio 
remedy in tlioir oitn hands. Such despatches 
oughr,to berotiii'ucd. 

Thero is, however, more in this unpleasant 
transaction than meets tho eye It is not 
only diiereditnbloto our Ministers, but injuri- 
ous to our national inirwslf. Ko one has 
oonteudod with more ardour than LordPul. 
nwretou and bis friends for the maintenance ol* 
a doe portion of British inlluencc in the 
Spanish peninsula; no one hns professed a 
greater respect for Spanish nationality, or tv 
greater aversion to the dictation which 
wa, imputed to tlio lata Court of Fiance. 
Surely, tho trench Revolution, which was to 
furnish so much mnticr frr redaction to the 
Cabinet or Madrid, might not have been 
wholly unprohlnblc to tlio Cabinet nf Lmuluii, 
The rivalry which had subsisted for more than 
two years between the French nnd British 
Ministera in their relations with Spain wasnt 
nn end, Tho^ iiorsounl policy winch dictated 
the Montpensier morriogc was eitiuct 1 Franco 
was much more likely to become the direct 
antagonist of Spnin than her comily mistress-, 
'i'lioro never was n moment ot which a con- 
ciliatory and amicable policy on the part of Dtir 
agents at Madrid cjouid have had a betler effect. 
It wes our interest, nnd it was oar doty. 
The most opposite course was unhappily fol- 
lowed. All attempt was made to intimidate 
and bully the ^ Spanish Cabinet. The Infanta 
horaclf was driven to these aborts, and was en- 
titled to every mark of attention that coulil be 
oftlrcd to her. It is now notorious that the 
pretensions of "Lord Palinrrstou wete such as 
to induco tile Duchess ufMontpensicr and hor 
husband to quit this country mid repair to 
Holland, whilst a Dutchstenmer wai prepared 
to convey the Itoynl exiles to the const of 
Spain ; and when their lloysj Highnesses 
called to toko Icavo of Queen Victoria, ot 
Buckingham Palace, on the eve of their de- 
parture, they were not admitted, by thu adr-ica 
of Lord Polmerston, who was sent for - an the 
oorssion, (0 the honour of sn audience. They 
left Eagland, therefore, astonished and irritated 
to no small degree at the usage which the in- 
fluence of a single elinistcr could enusc 
to bo inflicted oh their rank and their 
misfortunes. Thus it was they ar- 
rivod in Spain { and it eertabily was 
no very difficult task to persuade Queen Ie_ 
bella that her tister had been received in En- 
gland with very little of [lie consideration to 
which she wns entitled. The effect has been 
what might bo nnticlpated. But this was not 
nil- Mr, Bulwer was recommended to follow 
up these hemic exploits directed against fugi- 
tive princes, by a diplomatic demonstration 
against tho cabinet, whicli had nt any rate 
beaten the mob and tho revolution in the 
streets of Madrid. In short, no means have, 
r, been neglected to render 
and hostility of the two 
imcuts complete. This is the 
Lotd Pslincmton to retrieve 
ta he sustained whilst ho had 
npctent antagonist in Paris ; 
nnd these arc the means by which the name of 
England is to bo recommended to the 
Spanish nation, jealous to excess of its own 
dignity. If the avowed objoctof such proceedings 
had been not amity but hostility— not tho 
foundation of an enlightened influence, but the 
exeitemeilL ol mistrust, hatred, und defiance— 
we should perfectly hnva underlined ihom, 
and tlieir success would hove been complete. 
But without assuming a right to judge tho nets 
ofthe government of Spain, the people of this 
country are by no means prepared for this de- 
liberate extinction of on alliance ciulcarod to 
them by long services, and they will nul Un- 
derstand a policy which sacrUtroa national in- 
terests and the principles of conduct wo have 
invariably professed tn tlie gratmcalion of 
absurd pretensions and cotiteuiptible passions. 
Our envoy at Madrid has been placed inn 
very unenviable position, and the reputation 
of out diplomacy has been touched by giving 
an indisputable advantage of position to iIiobo 
whom it .affected to admonish 
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pnosnnsa of the session. 

{From (lie lima, April 20.) 
It is only a few months since tho first of cnol 
satirical writers said, with a great show of 
truth, that tho foreign correspondence of tho 
daily paper; was intended for the special be- 
nefit of a few, notorious bores. The llritish 
people are so resolved to lei other nations inke 
their own course, and, in fact, hove interfered 
to so -very little purpose, that they lejet nn in- 
dfSerenee almost amounting to disgust lor tlio 
ordinary politica of Europe. It was obierved 
at the timo that evou the affair of tho Spanish 
timed as it was to our llolida; 
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hecn almost a truism to say 90 

the last eight weelss, wluch, taken as a who! 
are absolutely without s parallel in history, 
have violently arrested the current of popular 
houghc, nod carried it into another direction. 
Strange to say, England for once is absorbed 
in continental polities. Cholera gives way to 
revolution. The suburbs of London are for- 
gotten far the Boulevards of PeliIs, and the 
condition of our manufacturing provinces for 
the con test pending in the plains ef J,ombardy. 
The scene and the diameters nre changed. 
Savercigits, ill every vuriely of discomfiture, 
supersede philanthropists ami reformers. We 
haVo almost forgotien where wo are, how we 
stand, and what we lave lo dn. 

Has not this oblivion of our divii nllairs had 
its effect on the Government and Legislature? 
From time immemorial, and purlieu Icily for 
the last generation, the pressure from without 
has been the source chicfiy ta bo relied est for 
tho efficiency of Boverniuenc. The people arc 
the weight or the spring that pulls the clock, 
the stream that turns tho wheel. Parliamentary 
progress is 'full of hitches and impediments. 
The cogs of that machine do not lit, and its 
ta arc stiff, Tie least accident throws it 
out 'of gear, and brrhfesj all to a lock. Nothing 
but the most imperious public necessity or 
popular impulse will set tho crn*y fabric in 
motion again, end get out of it its due measure 
of work. How often has Lord Jolm Itusscll 
himself, or some one of his colleagues, 
stood by and eluded tho engineer for his 
delays t In tho days of opposition the cry 
has ever been, "more work," "more mea- 
sures," " more progress," "more re- 
form.** "What havu you been doing the 
whole session? How havo you fulfilled youi 
premises ? You have dropped half your bills, 
nul carried the least valuable moiety." It 
was public opinion that gave force to Lhtso 
reproaches. The arrears of ages, the 
negleota and the errors of tho un- 
fathomable peal are to ho rectified and 
made up. Whatever the content of tho Mi- 
niftor, the people have always lelt thut much 
remained Lo ho done. Can wo any Langsr 
doubt that the people hnvo impelled the Go- 
vernment r Behold an evident demonstration. 
Public curiosity lias been distracted to the 
continent, and thu result is, that scarcely on 
appreciable amount of work has boon 
done by a Farllnmcnt which met in No- 
vember, 

Of the four acts into which the drama of the 
session naturally resolves itself, two have lieen 
performed. These two have been chiefly 
nluiracleriicd by measures ofa most necessary, 
but, unfortunately, n coercive character. Be- 
fore Christmas we did little more than attempt 
to control the possession of orinfi in Ireland ; 
and by Easier wu luive got so far ns to pass on 
net iniponlni; severe penalties on tho irmliEn. 
tion to arms in the some country. Ililles ami 
pikes si ill mnnupoline tlio LegeSotllnl We 
wilt not deny these era things apt lo compel 
our exeluBive attention. Tito man who sets 
tho fntinzlo of a. gun inserted through his 
dining- room window, or resting on the fence of 
his plantation, will probably tlunfr m^ro pf 
safety than other considerations, ]lut Parlin- 
incnts are not collected In be always in tho 
act ef self-preservation. If, is better to dio at 
onco than to-be .always jlyine^fio: 
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Holy City liad fo work vrifii their ain-r-is by 

tlieir sades-, and to muster every nownnd then 
lo repel the jealous fan; but they did wote, 
nevertheless, nnd finished the wails in good! 
lime. So we think thnt in rpite of Ihe Irish, in 
spite of the currency quacks, in spite ef the dc» 
ported rtajnh of Sattjrj, and the troubleaoma 
ghost of protection, something more might 
bine been done. What hon been achieved of a 
positive, remedial, nnd profitable character? 
llie banking question has been thrown into an 
upstairs committee ; so also have the estimates. 
An Irish measure of slight and new almost 
forgotten import was passed before Cfhriitnans. 
What additions are to be made to this lial ! 
We are not asking for a new constitution be- 
tween breakfast nnd dinner, England has no 
wish to see 0 do.ien fundamental chnoecaj 
scribbled off before the ink oflhe firat one-ill 
dry, an abdication curried wet from n palace to 
a senate, and immediately supplanted by the 
programme of a Provisional Oovcrnmcnt omi- 
nously carried round on thepoint of a bayonet. 
It abhors what is sudden and preeipitnto. It 
is shocked with violent chinos. But it does 
expect sensible progress. It is accustomed to 
take stock and (hid the balance of losses and 
gains. Tho profit of tills session so far has 
been infinitesimal. Would not I^jrrl John 
Hussell bo the first to say so if he sat on tho 
opposite benches ? 

There ate barely three months before us, 
what are thoy to produce; Here ia tho list 
from Lord John's own mouth, and we ate 
carefully and positively told to expect no 
more 1— A loan to the West Indies in rud 
of immigration — power to lend out again the 
repayments of advances to Ireland— tilt Alien. 
l!ill-ihe Jewish Disabilities Dill-tho Health 
of TownsBill— and the amendment of tho Ka- 
vigalion Laws, lo which must he added the 
bill for inquiring into boroughs suspected of 
systematic bribery — a bill to facilitate tho saLo- 
of encumbered estates, another to enable 
joint.fltock companies to wind up ihcir affairs,- 
and nnotlier to protect poor Irian tenants from 
fiurldau end wholesale eviction. If good and 
effectual measures are passed under all thess 
lilies, the country will nt least admit that it 
cupel: ted no more. But seeing that tbey aro 
all matters of futurity; hidden in the womb of 
Time, liable to all sorts of nccidcnls, hos- 
tilities, and curtailments, wo •hint wo do 
nothing amiss in urging the ntutout possible 
industry upon the initiative powers. Minis- 
ters cannot for shame complain ol' obstruc- 
tions when their consciences will not 
fail to remind them tliey aru suf- 
fering much leas than they have in- 
flicleo whrn the burden ef government lay 
bu oilier sh.mhlora. Two measurea in fr - 
list demand more than ordiua 

or other, but their etsnpTefcncss." V/buld 1 
the Health of Towns Bill were in more reso- 
lute hands I Theso nre not the days when til* 
health nf millions is to be sacrificed either to a 
foolish parsjmeny or to the interests of local 
jobbers and surveyors, tile real authors of the 
III teat cued opposition. Let Lord Morpeth ad- 
vance, and these shadows will recede. Of tho 
Navigation Laws we will uuly say that now is 
the lima to eel nn example to tho world, how- 
ever little one infatuated nation mnyborsady 
to fellow it. "Su\r, too, is tfio time ta purge 
our constituency. The eyes of Europo sre 
lixed on our representative model, and it be- 
comes Oltr pride and our duty tu show it to the 
beat advantage. Here is enough for three 
months, if it bo only done. It will not be done 
unless the Minister puis a little more montox- 
tuminto Ilia course, Unlcas he masters' the 
criaij, tho crisis will mostcr hhn.

From this we gather that there are at present 
in operation rfldes of cannl, constructed 

at an outlay of '11,000,(1 iu dollars, (being aoout 
31,250 dollars per mile, or £7000 sterling,) the 
ncl income from which Is, iMifiU dollars, or 
about s.i per cent. In addition there are about 
475 .mile* not ill operation, or of which tho 
rcrcnuc returns ore not given. Of railroads 
there are 3370 miles, constructed nt sn expenso 
of nhout Id 4,500 .(too dollars, (being about 
31,000 dollars per mile, or £fia)0 sterling) 
yielding a net income ofi about 0,700.01)0 doUnts 
or G J per cent. There are also ';133 miles con- 
templated, unfinished, or discontinued, or of 
which the roTenuo returns are omitted. As- 
suming the correctness of tl lese figures, it will 
bo observed that the rate of interest en both 
darcripliona of w-Drks is rather low, 7 fror cont. 
ill the United States being an ordinery rate 
even on the best securities. Af the salno time 
itittiiat be borne in mind that a large propor- 
tion of these works Wrts promoied by tho to- : 
S|rCCtive states more for tlm aiiko of bringing 
property into value throughout the various 
routes than for the actual prospect of clear re- 
turns 011 tlie Investments themselves, so that 
on the. whole English cspitnl hii£ been turned 
to .profitable account in America, whatever 
may have been the fate of its lenders.

Ta~E rJElancholy progreen of the' firat Boro* 
lution boa naturally L:.;.j :■ numbers of peraona, 
not mtimlltelv acquainted with its events, 
apprehaaaire of the immediate re-turn of the 
Keigri of Terror And the restoration of tho 
guillotine into its terrible und irresistible 
aDTcreignt; ict France. trithont duputing 
that there is much danger in the present 
excited wul disjointed eULc of the popu)«tion 
of that country, there are several reasons which 
induce* tie to believe that such on event is root 
very probable, at leut in tho first instance, and 
that it it front a ditttoat quarter Lhit lhc teed 
dingey tltbt now threatens Franco is h in (lie 
outlet at least, to bo apprehended. In the 
the first place, altlioueh tbo Reign ofTcrroi ii 
ovor, and few indeed of the actual witnesses 
ate trill hi erleWiico, yet the recollection of it 
-will never pats away ; it has affixed 4 stiin to 
tha cansa of revolution -which mil never bo 
effaced, but which its eubiequent leaders are 
most anxiotu to^bo freed from. Its numerous 
canes— its frightful atrocity— lbs heroic 
g, have indelibly stinlc into the rnillds 
To the cad of the world, they will 
t, and melt every suetet'ding ago. The 
yo.jEg will ever find them the most engratsinu; 
and attractive theme— the middle- used, the 
most imporunt subject ol reflection— 
ths old, the most delightful means 
of isoevririfj tin cnictions of yuulh. 
jiintury is never weary of recording its bloody 
cstnstroptics — romance hos alieaily nrrayeJ 
tlietn with tho eoloura of poetry— the iremo 
will ere long seiae upon tltcia oe the hncsL sub- 
jects that human events hero ever furnished 
for the awakening if tragic emotion. They 
■will boss imtaoitat in story as the heroes of the 
Iliad, the woes of the Alriiles, the catastrophe 
oftEd.'put, tho douth of Queen Mnry. So 
atrnngly have these foacinatinE tragedies 
rivetteul the attention of mankind, that noihinpj 
haa ever created so poirrrful a moral barrier 
against the encroachments of democracy. Th e 
royaj, like the Chrislirin martyrs, have lighted 
a Ore which, by the grace of God, will never 
be extinguished. Sd strongly are the 
popular leaders of every country 
impressed with the moral effects of 
th.l-.- catastrophe,;, that their first efforts arc 
olwaj-s HOTT directed lo clear every eucc^siivc 
conv-ulsiort of their damning influence, 
tjuiiot snd Lafayette, at the he turd of their 
Uvea, in!3e£cmbeT,1330, saved PrineoFollg-iisc 
and M. Peyronnet, from tlie aviillotine ; and 
the Unt act of tho Provisional Govomincnt of 
1* jiee in lolfl, to their honour be it said, was 
to proclaim the abolition of tho punishment ot 
death for political ouoitcsj, in order to save, as 
they intended, if, Guiiot hirajslf, Zti the 
next pkee, the bloodshed and coiiliication of 
thu first revol-ution have, as auhseqnent wtiteH 
have repeatedly demonstrated, uo completely ex- 
tinguisnea the elements ofnationo) res Ls lance in 
France, that the dangers which threatened 
its progress and ensanguined its stepa no longer 
exist. It was no easy matter to overturn the 
nnjnarehy and cbufch of old France. It was 
interwoven with the noblest, because the most 
disinterested feeling s of our nature — it touched 
the chorda of religion and loyally— it wasi sup- 
ported by historic names, and the lustre of an- 
cient descent— it rested on [he strongest and 
mogt dignified attachments of modem limn. 
Thr* overthrow <of such a fahrie, like the de- 
traction of the monarchy of Ureal Britain at 
this time, could not be effected but by the 
shedding of torrents of blood. Despite the ir- 
resolution of the king, the defection of the 
y, the conquest of ihecapiud, and the cmi- 
of the noblesse, accordingly, s most 
stc resistance arose in the provinces ; 
—A the revolution was consolidated only by 
the OTitriilaicr of Lyons and Toulon, the »cy. 
ai/a of the Loire, the proscriptions of the Con- 
vention, Lhc blood of La Vendee. France was 
not then enslaved by its capital. But now 
these e lemcEls of resistance to the government 
of the dominant mtiltirnde at Psris no longer 
exist. The nobles have been destroyed and 
their eatAtea confiscated ; the clergy arc re- 
duced to humble stipendiaries, not superior In 
station or influence to village schoolmasters; 
the corporations of towns arc dissolved : the 
house of peers has dej Derated into 
■ bodf of well-dressed snd titled 
millions' of separate landed 
calch, informs, 
duence, have seized upon and now 
cultivate the soil of France. Power is, over the 
•wholo realm, synonymous with oSicc, Every 

-t in tha kingdom flows from Paris, 

. how is it possible that 
e to the decrees of sovereign power, in 
-poHEBiion of the armed Coreo of tho cnpital, 
tho trcasurj, tho telegraph, and tlie post office, 
can arise in Franco elsewhere than in (lie ca- 
pital ? Civil war, therefore, on un extended 
scale ovor the country, ie improbable ; and the 
victorious leaders of tho revolution, delivered 
from immediate onprEhension, save in their 
own metropolis, of domestic danger, have no 
motive for aboekinc. the feelings of mankind, 
and endsngc-rinc (tieir relations with foreign 
powers, by needless and unnecessary deeds of 
cruelty. It was during the strogjrla with the 
patricians that the proscriptions of Sylln and 
Marivs deluged Italy with blood. Afrcr they 
wore destroyed, by mutual slaughter and the 
denunciations of the Triumvirate, though there 
■was often the greatest possible tyranny and 
oppression under the emperors, there waj none 
of the wholesale destruction of life which dis- 
graced tho republic when tho rival factions 
fronted each oilier in yet tuidimi- 
cusbed strength. Although, howcvei, 
or these reasons, we dD not anticipate, 
»t least st present, those sanguinary proscrip- 
tions which haro for ever Hindered infamous 
tho nisi revolution, yet we fear there is reason 
to apprehend changes not less /Sir Ivuetive in 
their tendency, misery still mom wide-spread 
in its effects, destined, perhaps, to lernabipte 
at lost in bloodshed not less universal. Men 
have diacaverod that they ore not mere beasts 
of prey ; they earinot live on flesh and blood. 
But they have learned also that they can live 
very well on capital and property ; and it is 
against these, in c do sequence, thai the present 
revolution will be directed. Tht.y will nol be 
openly assailed 1 direct connscntions of posses- 
etoni have fallen almost as much into diireputc 
as the shedding torrents of blood on the leaf, 
fold. Tho thing will lie done more covertly, 
bat not the less effectually, »
